BecftOM, Too Ree, th e W orld Is to End 
A bout Sept. 19. 
A most remarkable book has just beei» 
issued in the little town of Vichy, 
Prance. Its author is the Abbe Dupin, 
cure of the village of 
and he de 
ciare« that he has mscovTrert indubita­ 
ble evidenoe of the approaching end oi 
all things. 
The great “ coup,” as hi 
calls it, will, he assures us, take plan 
in all probability on the 19th or 80th of 
September of this year. 
What makes this statement so extraor­ 
dinary is tho fact that the author de­ 
clares that his work is issued with th# 
sanction of the Catholio authorities. 
Rome has discouraged any visions of 
this kind in her priests, knowing that 
whatever temporary effect they may 
have is soon destroyed when the futility 
of the prophecy is discovered. The abbs 
is doubtless claiming more authority 
than he has.

New Jersey is tho homo of the toma­ 
to, and especially of the national sauce 
of America—tomato catchup. Hero the 
tomato plant attains its highest state of 
perfection and produces a fruit so lus­ 
cious, red and round as to justify the 
old English namo of “ lovo apple, ” to 
which the French still cling, calling il 
pomme d’amour. The tomato plant be 
ing a native of America, and the name 
coming from the Indian word “ tumal, ” 
it vs fitting that tomato catchup should 
be on every table in the land. 
Widespreading acres are devoted in 
Jersey exclusively to the culture of to­ 
matoes, the choicest of which are re­ 
served for tomato catchup. There are 
Jargo factories in which catchup making 
Is the chief industry. A random visit to 
one of these factories is enough to con­ 
vince the ov 
re f the most jaded pal­ 
ate that the: 
Jurors yet worth tast. 
log. Tomatoes are put up in nearly half 
a hundred Inconceivable ways, hut 
chiefly in catchup. The cooking is done 
ar. scientific principles. Theoriginal rec* 
for the catchup produced, unlike 
that of a certain famous English sauce, 
probnbly came “ from an old woman in 
the country,” but the product has been 
so changed and improved by experiment 
that the old woman herself would be 
forced to admit that «he had not attain­ 
ed the highest rank in her art. 
The best efforts of at least two skilled 
men in one of the factories have been 
devoted to improving the flavor of the 
catchup, but the result of th* ir labors can 
be obtained by the general public only 
in the finished product. Their processes 
are carefully guarded secrets, kept most 
carefully locked up in their breasts. If 
both of them should die suddenly, the 
world would miss a distinctive product 
of the culinary art. The superintendent 
of the factory is one of these men. He 
probably knows as much about preserv­ 
ing fruits and making sauces as any 
man in the United States—and maybe 
more than any other man. He tells an 
interesting story about the famous Eng­ 
lish sauce before mentioned. 
The makers of the sauce did an enor­ 
mous business and kept their recipe a 
secret Thieves tried to steal it, and 
other manufacturers imitated the flavor, 
the bottles, the labels and so forth, but 
nobody succeeded iu making sauce that 
was just like it The rival manufactur­ 
ers succeeded in getting decisions iu 
their favor allowing them to use the 
same name and even to have similar 
eoats-of-arms and labels, but the name 
of the original makers was a guarantee 
of the peculiar quality of th* ir sauce. 
One day the foreman of the big works 
had a quarrel with the proprietors and 
withdrew*. He began making and plao* 
ing on the market a sauce so nearly like 
the original that connoisseurs could not 
tell them apart. The foreman kept this 
up awhile and then he suddenly retired 
from the business, closed his works, 
•topped making sauce and lived in lux­ 
ury thereafter. Nobody has any posi­ 
tive evidence as to the manner in which 
be acquired iiis w ealth so suuueuiy, but 
some people can guess. 
* 'The socret of the tomato catchup 
made here is just as carefully guarded 
as that, ” said the superintendent. “ We 
•ay we make catchup without the use of 
chemicals or coloring matter, and we do 
it Salicylic acid is the standard chcrn* 
ical to prevent fermentation. If you can 
get just the right amount of that, per­ 
haps it is not harmful, but the trouble 
is you have to use just a little too much 
to make sure that fermentation will not 
#et in, and that surplus amount of sail 
cylic acid binders the natural fermenta­ 
tion of food in the stomach. 
It is as 
plain as that two and two make four. 
“ Then there is another thing—the 
joloring matter. These highly colored 
catchups that look so bright ar*' really 
not as pleasing to the eye as catchup that 
retains the natural color of the tomato, 
and they certainly are not so healthful, 
for they contain carmine. Any one who 
knows what carmine is made of doesn’t 
oare to eat i t ” 
So much for the maker’s estimate of 
his own product The factory is ct rtain- 
ly neat and aromatic. A whiff of the 
air there after dinner is almost as good 
as a dash of tomato catchup. It requires 
8,000 tons of tomatoes daily to supply 
the demand for tho various preserves 
that are put up here. These are furnish­ 
ed largely by the farm in connection 
with the factory and partly by surround­ 
ing gardeners. The finest, reddest fruit 
is reserved for the catchup making. It 
must be unbruised. This is placed iu a 
scalding machine, where, with two sep­ 
arate cold washings and a hct plunge 
bath, the skin is loosened. It then goes 
into a peculiar machine called tho “ cy­ 
clone,” which separates the skins and 
needs from the pulp. Big porcelain lined 
pumps take the pulp to a “ sifter,” 
where the coarser fibers are taken out, 
and nothing but the blood red fluid per- 
oolates through to be made into catchup. 
Even this refining process is not enough, 
lor the water is separated from it, and 
the clear pulp is then placed in large, 
hermetically sealed cans, w’here it is 
copked without foreign substanoes of 
any kind. 
These cans are taken down through­ 
out the year, as occasion demands, und 
Ihe real process of making catchup from 
the essence of tlio tomato begins. Tho 
pulp goesthrough more sifting machines, 
that make it smooth, like cream, and it 
Is placed iu large, tiu liued kettles, 
where it is boiled and seasoned. Coun­ 
try girls with fresh Jersey complexions 
stir it up meauw'hile, and the spices— 
what they are only twro men know—are 
added. It is then tomato catchup, ready 
for the bottles, buckets and barrels that 
aw ait it, for catchup is made by the bar­ 
rel and shipped by the ton.—New York 
Tribune.

CONCERNING BRICE STREETS. 


Observations of an Ex-Councilman of an 
Eastern City- 


Ten years ago while the writer, now a 
citizen of Seymour, was a member of 
the city council of Washington, Pa., the 
paving of two squares with vitrified 
brick was 1 ried as an experiment. 
The 
next year three more squares were 
paved. The project was fought by many 
of the property holders, just as it is 
being fought here at the present time. 
But after they had tried a few squares 
they waat?d all the streets of the city 
paved and by a good maj'ority voted in 
favor of issuing bonds for paving pur­ 
poses and a system of sewerage to the 
amount of $150,000 which was the limit 
then allowed by the valuation of real 
estate. 
The money was exhausted in 
the work, making miles of paved streets, 
but there were still some streets left 
unpaved, and as the value of taxable 
property had increased they would be 
allowed under the law to issae more 
bonds. 
An election was held recently 
to decide whether they should issue 
$60,000 more in bonds *» complete the 
work and while they have a bonded 
debt of $140 000, and most of the 
streeta 
are 
paved, 
yet 
the bond 
issue carried by a targe majority and to 
show how the property holders appre - 
ciate the benefits of paved streets, we 
copy the following from a paper pub­ 
lished in that city: 
“The residents of four streets of 
Washington have been outseveral days 
with petitions asking for paving and 
sewerage, these petitions t > be present­ 
ed to council. 
This move is the rc ult 
of the street improvement bond at tbe 
election held laifc Tuesday. 
The per 
sons interested in these petitions have 
been very active and the advocates of 
each street believe that they are the 
particular ones who shoul i receive at­ 
tention first.” 


I might add that at the time street 
paving was introduced the population 
numbered only about five or six thou­ 
sand. 
They have since obtained free 
mail delivery and the postmaster now 
claims that the carriers serve twenty 
thousand inhabitants. Of course street 
paving has not caused all this increase 
in population, but the fine, clean streets 
and advantages of education caused 
many wealthy men to settle there and 
build fin® residences which has in­ 
creased the value of real estate fir be­ 
yond the cost of paving the streets or 
any other outlay for public improve­ 
ment.

The bay was full of fast ice, but east- 
ward the sea wae fairly open, and the 
hunter was rowing slowly baok to the 
sloop when the harpooner suddenly laid 
aside his glass and headed the boat for 
a black mass which the mirage magni­ 
fied into the size of a small house, bot 
which was really a walrus. 
' ‘The walrus raises his head, and we 
are motionless,M sayB Mr. Pike. “It is 
Intensely still, and the scraping of a 
pieoe of ice along the boat seems liks 
the roar of a railway train passing over* 
head on some bridge. 
Down goes the 
head, and we glide forward again. The 
walrus is uneasy. 
Again and again he 
raises his head and looks around*with a 
quick motion, but we have the sun right 
at our back, and he never notioee us. 
At last we are within a few feet, and 
with a shout of ‘Voek op, gamlingf 
(Wake up, old boy), which breaks the 
stillness like a shot, the harpooner is on * 
his foet, his weapon clasped in both 
hands above his head.

“There are many kinds of mines a&4 
■umerous inventions for saving pr* 
cious metals,” said Professor L EL 
Waring of Omaha, “ but the strangest 
one I ever heard of is at Butte, Mon. 
When mines were first discovered in 
that locality, it was found that the wa­ 
ter contained in the fissures was so 
strongly impregnated with copper in so­ 
lution that tools of all kinds were quick­ 
ly destroyed by the affinity of the copper 
for the iron. For a long time the water 
pumped out of the mine went to waste, 
as no method was kuown of extracting 
the copper from i t After awhile a dis- 
oovery was made that is being used to 
good advantage. Some tin cans found 
their way into the small stream. 
In a 
short time it was noticed that they had 
every appearance of being made of pur® 
copper, so thickly were they covered 
with that metal. 
In noting this fact, 
one man resolved to try an experiment 
He immediately purchased the exclusive 
right to the water. Then he put in a 
series of reservoirs and tanks along the 
little gully where the water ran. These 
he filled with all the old metal to be 
had in the town, including old barrel 
hoops. At the end of six months he 
found that the old junk was totally (1* 
stroyed, and in its place was a sedl« 
meutary deposit in the bottom of the 
reservoirs which was 80 per cent cop­ 
per. ”—St. Louis Globe-Democrafc.

over her enemies and the reign of Christ

In the first the author foretells the 
events which arc about to occur, includ­ 
ing the devastation of the world by 
wars, earthquakes aud plagues, the birth 
of antichrist, whose mother, he says, 
already hero, aud a terrible cata­

AU this, he declares, he ha# 
found, on unimpeachable authority, to 
be due to occur at the time he states. 
The second part contains his reasons 
it selecting the tim e ho specifies.

Raw It Is Unde Iu Ona of New Jersey'* 
Bl* Factories-— D eep Secret* of the B u ll­ 
ae** 
A H it o f History About rn Famous 
E nglish Sauce. 


New Jersey is tho homo of the toma­ 
to, and especially of the national sauce 
of Arr erica—tomato catchup. Hero the 
tomato plant attains its highest state of 
perfection and produces a fruit so lus­ 
cious, red aud round as to justify the 
old English name of “ love apple,” to 
which the French still cling, calling ii 
pomme cl ’amour. The tomato plant be 
tog a native of America, and the name 
coming from the Indian word 1'tarnal, ” 
it is fitting that tomato catchup should 
be on every table in the land. 
Widespread tog acres are devoted in 
Jersey exclusively to the culture of to­ 
matoes, the choicest of which are re­ 
served for tomato catchup. 
There are 
large factories in which catchup making 
1s the chief industry. A random visit to 
one of these fee tories is enough to con­ 
vince the ov 
(f the most jaded pal 
ate that the’ 
lavers yet worth last. 
tog. Tomatoes are put up in nearly half 
a hundred Inconceivable ways, 
but 
chiefly in catchup. The cooking is done 
ar scientific principles. The original rec* 
for the catchup produced, unlike 
that of a certain famous English sauce, 
probably came ‘‘from an old woman in 
the country,” but the product bas been 
so changed and improved by experiment 
that the old woman herself would be 
forced to admit that she had not attain­ 
ed the highest rank in her art. 
The best effortsof at least two skilled 
men in one of the fac tories have been 
devoted to improving the flavor of the 
catchup, but the r<-u lt of their labors can 
be obtained by the general public only 
in the finished product. Their processes 
are carefully guarded secrets, kept most 
carefully locked up in their breasts. If 
both of them should die suddenly, the 
world would miss a distinctive product 
of the culinary art. The superintendent 
of the factory is one of these men. He 
probably knows as much about preserv­ 
ing fruits and making sauces as any 
man in the United States—and maybe 
more than any other man. 
He tells an 
interesting story about the famous Eng­ 
lish sauce before mentioned. 
The makers of the sauce did an enor­ 
mous busto* 
and kept their recipe a 
secret. Thieves tried to steal it, and 
other manufacturers imitated the flavor, 
the bottles, the labels and to forth, but 
nobody Ruccexled in making sauce that 
was just like it. The rival manufacture 
era succeeded in getting decisions in 
tiieir favor allowing them to use the 
•ame name and even to have similar 
coats-of-arms and labels, but the name 
of the original makers was a guarantee 
of the peculiar quality of their sauce. 
One d a y tho foreman of the big works 
had a quarrel w ith the proprietors and 
withdrew. He began making and plac­ 
ing on the m arket a sauce so nearly like 
the original that connoisseurs could not 
tell them apart. The foreman k» pt this 
up awhile and then he suddenly retired 
from the business, closed his works, 
stopped making sauce and lived in lux- 
ury thereafter. 
Nobody has any posi­ 
tive evidence as to the manner in which 
he acquired his wealth so suddenly, but 
some people can guess. 
' 'The TOcret of the tomato catchup 
made here is just as carefully guarded 
as th ai,” said the superintendent. “ We 
say we make catchup without the use of 
chemicals or coloring matter, and we do 
i t Salicylic acid is the standard ch* lu­ 
teal to prevent fermentation. If you can 
get just tho right amount of that, per­ 
haps it is not harmful, but the trouble 
is you have to use just a little too much 
to make sure that fermentation will not 
set in, and that surplus amount «>f sail 
eylie acid binders the natural ft ran cita­ 
tion of food in the stomach. 
It is as 
plain as that two and two make four. 
“ Then there is another tiling—the 
adoring matter. 
Th* so highly colored 
catchups that look so bright a re really 
not as pleasing to the eye as catchup that 
retains the natural color of the tomato, 
and they certainly an* not go healthful, 
for they contain carmine. Any one who 
knows what carmine is made of doesn’t 
care to eat i t ” 
Bo much for the m aker’s estimate of 
his own product. Tho factory is tx Gain­ 
ly neat and aromatic, A whiff of the 
air there after dinner is almost as good 
as a dash of tomato catchup. It requires 
8,000 tons of tomatoes daily to supply 
the demand for the various preserves 
that are put up here. These are furnish­ 
ed largely by the farm in count ct ion 
with the factory and partly by surround­ 
ing gardeners. The fin*-st, reddest fruit 
is rew ired for the catchup making. 
It 
m ust be unbruised. 
This is placed in a 
scalding ut ae hi ne, where, w ith two sep­ 
arate cold washings and a he t plunge 
bath, the skin is loosened. 
It then goes 
into a peculiar machine called 'he “ cy­ 
clone,” winch separates tire skins mid 
seeds from the pulp. Big porcelain lined 
I gun pa take the pulp to a “ sifter,” 
where tho coarser fibers art taken out, 
and nothing but tho blood red fluid per­ 
colates through to Is* made into catchup. 
Eveu this refining process is not enough, 
for the w ater is separated from it, and 
tho clear pulp is then placed iii large, 
hermetically sealed cans where it is 
cooked without Ion ign substances of 
any kind, 
Those cans arc taken down through­ 
out the year, as occasion demands, and 
the real process of making catchup from j 
the esse UCO of tho tomato begins. 
Tho j 
pulp gwsthrtoigh more sifting machines, j 
that make it smooth, like cream, and it I 
is placid} in large, tin lined kettles, J 
where it is boiled aud seasoned* 
Coun­ 
try girls w ith frosh Jersey complex ions 
stir it up meanwhile, aud Urn spicas— 
what they are only two no n know—are 
added. It is then tomato catchup, n ady

Ten years ago while the writer, now a 
citizen of Seymour, was a member of 
the city council of Washington, Pa., the 
paving of two squares with vitrified 
brick was I ried as an experiment. 
The 
next year three more squares 
were 
paved. The project was fought by many 
of the property holders, just ss it is 
being fought here at the present time. 
But after they had tried a few squares 
they want 3d all the streets of the city 
paved and by a good majority voted in 
favor of issuing bonds for paving pur­ 
poses and a system of sewerage to tho 
amount of $150,000 which was the limit 
then allowed by the valuation of real 
estate. The money was exhausted in 
the work, making railes of paved streets, 
but there were still some streets left 
unpaved, and as the value of taxable 
property had increased they would be 
allowed under the law to issae more 
bonds. 
An election was held recently 
to decide whether they should ii*ue 
$60,000 more in bonds *» complete the 
work and while they have a bonded 
debt of $140000, and most of the 
streets 
are 
paved, yet 
the bond 
issue carried by a terge majority and to 
show how the property holders appre - 
ciate the benefits of paved streets, we 
copy the following from a paper pub­ 
lished in that city: 
“The residents of four streets of 
Washington have been out several days 
with petitions asking for paving and 
sewerage, these petitions t > be present­ 
ed to council. 
This move Is the re .ult 
of the street improvement bond at the 
election held last Tuesday. 
The per 
sons interested in these petitions have 
been very active and the advocates of 
each street believe that they are the 
particular ones who shouli receive at­ 
tention first." 


I might add that at the time street 
paving was introduced the population 


numbered only about five or six thou­ 
sand. 
They have since obtained free 
mail delivery and the postmaiter now 
claims that the carriers serve twenty 
thousand inhabitants. Of course street 
paving has not caused all this increase 
in population, but the fine, clean streets 
and advantages of education cauked 
many wealthy men to settle there and 
build fine residences which has in­ 
creased the value of real e 3lata fir be­ 
yond the cost of paving the streets or 
any other outlay fir public improve­ 
ment.

A Qflcer Copper Mine. 
“There art? many kinds of mine* and 
■timorous inventions for saving pre- 
cions metals,” said Professor L. EL 
Waring of Omaha, “ but the strangest 
one I ever heard of is at Butte, Mon. 
When mines were first discovered in 
that locality, it was found that the wa­ 
ter contained in the fissures was so 
strongly impregnated with copper in so­ 
lution that tool* of all kinds were quick­ 
ly destroyed by the affinity of the copper 
for the iron. For a long time the water 
pumped out of tho mine went to waste, 
as no method was kuowu of extracting 
the oopper from i t After awhile a dis­ 
covery was made that is being used to 
good advantage. Some tin cans found 
their way into the small stream. 
In a

every appearance of being made of pure 
copper, so thickly were they covered 
with that metal.

Dow Ms Is Harpooned and T im n s W s i 
With Cold Lead 
Arnold Pike tells of a walrus hunt in 
Bird bay, to the north of Spitsbergen. 
The bay was full of fast ice, but east­ 
ward the sea was fairly open, and the 
hunter was rowing slowly back to the 
•lex)p when the harpooner soddenly laid 
aside his glass and headed the boat for 
a black mass which the mirage magni­ 
fied into the size of a small house, bot 
which was really a walrus. 
‘ “The walrus raises his head, and we 
■re motionless,” says Mr. Pike. “It is 
intensely still, and the scraping of a 
piooe of ice along the boat seems Ilks 
the roar of a railway train passing over­ 
head on some bridge. 
Down goes the 
head, and we glide forward again. The 
walrus is uneasy. 
Again and again he 
raises his head and looks around*with a 
quick motion, but we have the sun right 
at our back, and he never notices na 
At last we are within a few feet, and 
with a shout of ‘Voek op, gamlingt* 
(Wake up, old boy), which breaks th# 
stillness like a shot, the harpooner is ou 
his foot, his weapon clasped in both 
hands above his head. < 
“ As the walrus plunges into the sea 
the iron is hurled in his side, and with 
a quick twist to prevent the head from 
slipping out of the same slit that it baa 
cut in the thick hide the handle la 
withdrawn and thrown into the boat 
No. 2, w’ho with a turn round the for­ 
ward thwart has been paying out th# 
line, now checks i t as stroke and th# 
‘hammeluiand, ’ facing forward, hang 
back on their oars to check the rush. 
Bumping aud scraping the ice, we or# 
towed along for about five minutes and 
then stop as the walrus comes to th# 
surface to breathe. 
“ In the old days the lance would fin­ 
ish the business, but now it is the rifle. 
Ho is facing the boat I sight for one of 
his eyes and let him have both barrel* 
without much effect apparently, for 
■way we rush for two or three minute* 
more, when he is up again, still facing 
the boat He seems to care no more for 
the solid express bullets than if they 
were peas, but he is low this tiipe, and 
as he turns to dive exposes the fated 
spot at the back of his head and die# **
